DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Due to the applicant's amendments to the claims, the previous rejections are 
rendered moot. Specifically, the applicant has cancelled claims 11-19, leaving only 
claims 1-10 pending in the current application. Claims 1 - 10 were indicated allowable 
in the office action mailed on 12/14/07. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 allowed. The prior art does not teach control units that are capable 
of operating both the dryer and washing machine. The prior art does teach 
interchangeable control panels, but the control units themselves are exclusive to each 
machine. The inclusion of control commands for both machines on each control unit is 
patentably distinct from the prior art.
